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ig Step Forward in Outagamie Counfy 


The plan for the reorganization of 


Outagamie County government which will 
be considered by the county board this 
week puts this county way out in front of 
every other county in the state except 
Milwaukee in creating a structure designed 
to handle the complicated and varied 
problems of a highly urbanized society. 


Most of the other populous counties of 


the state will be closely watching the 
county board's disposition of the reorgani- 
zation plan carefully prepared over many 
months. For it may well presage similar 
changes in other such county governments. 


In essence, the plan proposes: 
1. Reduction in the number of standing 


committees from 11 to 6. 


2. Formation of an executive committee 


consisting of the six committee chairmen 
and the chairman of the county board. 


3. Designation of the 
position of 


executive 
secretary to the executive 


committee to handle administrative mat- 
ters for that committee. 


The real meaning of the plan is this: 
a. Overlapping and conflicting authori- 


ty of various board committees would be 
eliminated. And supervisors 
would b« 


assigned to only one committee to which 
they could devote their full attention. 


b. Major responsibility 
for over-all 


direction 
of county affairs would be 


centralized in the executive committee 
•which would consist of members intimate- 
ly familiar with the areas covered by the 
six committees. And the county would 
come as close as it can under present state 
statutes to having an executive head 
through elevation of the stature of the 
board chairman. 


c. Administrative functions of a regular 


and routine nature would be transferred 
from committees to the executive secre- 
tary and department heads and staffs. 
* * * 


The major question which has been 


raised about the proposed plan concerns 
the relationship between the executive 
secretary and elected officials or depart- 
ment heads. This matter is explicitly 
spelled out hi the reorganization chart. 


Elected officials plus the director of 


civil defense and the corporation counsel 
would be responsible directly to the 
executive committee. Other 
department 


heads would be responsible directly to the 
board committee concerned. 


The executive secretary's duties would 


be designated by the executive committee. 
These would be mainly in the fields of 
audit and budget, purchasing, personnel, 
the county service center, insurance and 
building 
maintenance. He 
could 
be 


assigned other duties to investigate and 
report back on specific county problems as 
they arose. 


He would have no direct authority over 


other 
department 
heads 
or 
elected 


officials. He would act in a consultive and 
advisory capacity to them.

The special legislative committee which 


last year drafted the county board reform 
frill 
which 
is 
now 
receiving 
such 


(overwhelming support in the legislature 
contemplated that such a bill when it 
became law would be merely a first step in 
the reorganization of county government 
in Wisconsin to meet today's needs. The 
principal provisions of the bill are to 
reduce the size of county boards to 
practical 
limits 
and to 
make board 


supervisors county officers by electing 
them 
on 
a 
population basis 
from 


supervisor districts. 


It was contemplated that reducing the 


size of county boards would force a 
reduction in the number of standing 
committees and in addition the transfer of 
administrative functions from supervisors 
as members of committees to administra- 
tive staffs. 


The Outagamie County board 
has 


anticipated these developments, just as it 
did a number of years ago when it first 
conceived the 
idea 
of an 
executive 


committee of the board and when it 
created the office of business administra- 
tor. 


It is noteworthy that Outagamie County 


has been able to make these constructive 
changes within the authority of present 
state statute. Blaming the inadequacies of 
county government on the inadequacies of 
state statutes for years has been the crutch 
of those in county government who really 
didn't wish to adopt constructive change.

So, if the humanities are individual 


affairs that can't be forecast nor imposed 
on society but

individual recognition, where does the 
national concern come in? Where is the 
Constitutional mandate for spending these 
educational funds? 


Nevertheless 
the problem of what 


happens to the future's society and the 
current pathways to this society remains. 
And it is being answered by the only 
source from which the answer should come 
— society. 


Despite the alleged disregard of the 


humanities by the keepers of the federal 
coffers, the study and practice of the arts 
has flourished almost in direct proportion 
with the subsidized sciences

Doctorates in philosophy and the arts are 
on the rise. Museum attendance and 
growth 
can 
only 
be 
described 
as 


phenomenal 
Symphony orchestras have 


nearly doubled their numbers in the last 
15 >ears while artists of all sorts are 
making even hamlets resemble the Left 
Bank. Private foundations and the public 
are footing the bill. 


All of the hue and cry over the 


"cultural lag" in the Great Society is just 
so much hogwash. The administration's 
proposed National Humanities and Arts 
Foundation is unnecessary and, with the 
possible overtones of control and enforced 
taste, very likely dangerous. 


We'll go along with financing the 


onslaught of the mysteries of natural laws, 
but it's time to balk when we're asked to 
shell out for an onslaught on the way we 
think and appreciate and live. 


We'd rather do that for ourselves.

His name is rarely seen in 


the paper but his influence is 
often more important than 
that exercised by the noisy 
figures in the foreground. For 
he is a leader in the world of 
science, surrounded by men 
who are moulding the future, 
and seeking always to touch 
the scientific revolution of our 
time to generous social pur- 
poses. 


It is no idle flourish to 


describe the rapid and com- 
plex changes in 
scientific 


knowledge as amounting to a 
revolution. Never in the his- 
tory of human thought have 
old landmarks been obliterated 
so swiftly or new pathways 
opened up with such decisive 
strokes. 


Where change is constant, 


there is urgent need of the 
expert who can speak in 
language that can be under- 
stood by the plain man. hi 
England there are great inter- 
preters Mice Sir Julian Huxley, 
and in this country the elo- 
quent voice of Loren Eisley 
instructs a large and grateful 
audience. Dr. Haskins differs 
from them in being at the 
center 
of varied scientific 


enterprises and in being the 
master of a more learned and 
intricate style. Yet he too 


belongs in the noble company 
of the great interpreters with- 
out whom the latest victories 
of science would be. to most of 
us. no more than clouded 
enigmas in a dark night. 


In his annual report for 1963- 


64 Dr. Haskins is concerned 
with two problems, distinct 
but related. He is anxious to 
have the large scientific in- 
quiries, financed and organ- 
ized by governments, proceed 
with the maximum efficieiicy. 
At the same time he is eager 
to preserve the freedom which 
alone can permit the sudden 
emergence of the genius, often 
eccentric and intractable hi 
his working habits, whose 
insights and discoveries may 
transform the scientific out- 
look for a generation. To 
stimulate high quality in an 
age inevitably dedicated to 
mass research and mass or- 
ganization is not a trivial task. 
The first 
essential 
is to 


recognize that the problem 
exists, and then to work for 
the right decisions by enough 
people with power to influence 
events. 


Dr. Haskins had done a 


public service by indicating 
the magnitude of the problem. 
He points out that as late as 
1938 one-third of all money on 
research and development was 
spent by the Department of 
Agriculture. Roughly another 
fifth was spent by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and the 
Department of the Interior. In

Revisiting the Army, 
A Day Spent on Tour 
With a Major General

"I'd like to show you how your tax dollars are being 


spent" 


This was the manner in which Maj. Gen. Autrey 


Maioun invited me to accompany him on an inspection of 
the Fifth Infantry Division he commands at Fort Carson, 
Colorado. We were visiting at the general's quarters on 
the post, he and his wife being old friends. And I was 
most anxious to renew my acquaintanceship with Army 
life after an absence of almost 20 years. 
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We were up at 6 a.m. and away from his 


home by 6:30. As we prepared to enter his 
two-star car I was trying to remember 
Army protocol, where you sit in relation 
to * general. He solved the problem for 
me—I sat on his right—an honor I seem to 
recall which was accorded distinguished 
guests. 


First on the program was "breakfast 


with the troops," in the mess hall of Head- 
quarters Company, 1st Cavalry Troop. Only 


the troops had already eaten. We breakfasted with the 
headquarters staff. The full menu too, orange juice, oat- 
meal, pork sausage, two eggs sunnyside up. toast, coffee 
and if you needed it an orange or a banana or an apple. 
Don't let your sons tell you about Army cooking. This 
was their regular fare for the morning. 


Then less than an hour in the general's office where 


he disposed of the day's routine in machine-gun order. A 
few letters reserved for his personal attention, several 
telephone calls to Chicago and Washington, brief reports 
from his staff officers, and a conference with a colonel 
who had headed up a team which had been studying ad- 
ministrative procedures of the division for 10 days. 


Then back to the car for an inspection of the training 


going on that day, a leadership class for non-coms, then 
out on the ranges to watch firing of the new lightweight 
machine-guns and the grenade launcher, finally back to a 
signal corps class. 


As we drove along the general dictated constant re- 


minders to his aide over matters to be checked. Remove 
a dilapidated shed for rubbish cans—"Find out when 
we're going to get that incinerator."—Check the master 


* plan and find out why the airplane mechanics' barracks 


can't be located near the airfield.—Call his battalion com- 
mander and tell him Sgt. Jones was doing an excellent 
job with his class. 


This is a division which is on 72-hour alert ready to 


move out to any trouble spot in the world. And the state 
of its training bore this out. It was a spic and span outfit. 
I was impressed by the snappy salutes we drew ail over 
the reservation. And every time we dismounted we were 


with private industry providing greeted not only with the salute but an aggressive "Good 
four point seven billion dollars, Morning, Sir." 


There were no soldiers lolling around doing nothing. 


They were at work or training or moving briskly from 
one'duty to another. As we drove through the barracks 
areas for breakfast calisthenics classes were going on in 
every vacant area. Repeated again before supper. 


The troops work a 50 to 60 hour week. That's what 


the general meant when he said he wanted to show me 
there was no waste of tax dollars here. 


The general was proud of the fact there were no staff

I was rather shocked by the 


letter which appeared in last 
Sunday's Post-Crescent signed 
by a Mr. Fred Hamann. 


As a former councilman and 


one vitally interested in the 
future of Oshkosh. I would like 
to answer the charges made in 
that letter. 


Mr. Hamann's first charge 


is that a city manager tends to 
become "dictatorial." This is 
not possible because the duties 
and powers of a city manager 
are set by the laws of the 
State of Wisconsin. 


Whatever the city manager 


does is done under direction 
and control of the City Council 
as elected representatives of 
the people of Oshkosh. The 
manager is very definitely a 
"hired hand" because he is 
employed by the City Council, 
and he can be fired by this 
same Council whenever they 
feel he is not doing his job. He 
does not even have a contract. 


As to Mr. Hamann's point 


that the city manager is head 
of the planning commission. 
This is true because it must 
be. The state laws require 
this, and require the manager 
to make certain other appoint- 


ments to do his 
managing a city. 


Mr. Hamann mentions Red 


Arrow Park and the sanitary 
land fill. This is not the city 
manager's idea. It was done in 
accordance with a resolution 
passed by the City Council on 
June 17. 1964 which read: "Be 
it resolved by the Common 
Council of the City of Oshkosh 
that the proper city officials 
be authorized and directed to 
take such action as may be 
necessary to fill and develop 
Red Arrow Park by landfill 
method of rubbish disposal 
according to the plans shown 
on the attached map."

Thrilling Rituals 
U. S. Supreme Court Preserves Its 
Power in Time-Honored Traditions

WASHINGTON (AP) — On 


the first Monday morning of 
each October and many morn- 
ings after that through the 
winter and spring and into 
midsummer, a ritual rich in 
tradition is enacted in a great 
marble temple of justice on 
the Potomac. 


The ritual never varies, nor

its 
impact 
dulled by 


repetition- 
It begins just as the clock 
on the rear wall of a large 
marble and mahogany cham- 
ber points precisely to 10 
o'clock. A sudden, sharp 
crack of a gavel abruptly 
stills the low murmur of 
voices and a voice cries: 


"The honorable, the chief 


justice and the 
associate 


justices 
of 
the 
Supreme 


Court!" 


Court Enters 


Dark red velvet draperies 


behind four marble columns 
part with a flourish, leaving 
three openings separated by 
the columns. The black-robed 
justices step out briskly, 
stride past the columns and 
up to the massive bench 
which rests on a marble 
platform a foot or so above 
the carpeted floor. Chief Jus- 
tice 
Warren and 
Justices 


Black and Douglas, in that 
order, appear from lie center 
curtains; 
Justices 
Clark, 


Brennan and White, in that 
order, from the cm-tains on 
the left: Justices Harlan, 
Stewart and Goldberg, in that

lawyers stand at attention 
before four heavy tables upon

Behind the advocates' tables 


are straight mahogany chairs 
for members of the Supreme 
Court bar, and behind the 
chairs a low brass rail 
separating the sanctuary, as 
it were, from the nave of the 
chamber where spectators sit 
in six rows of red cushioned 
mahogany pews.

As the justices take their 


places 
behind the bench, 


bright looking page boys in 
dark suits with vests scoot 


all nine justices, eyes lowered 
at the invocaton of God's 
name, raise their heads and 
survey the courtroom in front 
of them as the crier says, "Be 
seated, please." 
And thus 


begins a public session of the 
Supreme Court- 


Seeing the nine robed men in 


person, amid such trappings 
of dignity and austerity, it js 
difficult to realize they are 
tlie focus of more impassioned 
criticism than has been heap- 
ed upon the court in nearly 30 
years. 
" They have been called god- 
less, "traitorous, friends of 
criminals and usurpers of 


upholstered swivel chairs be- legislative authority for such 
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hind them. The nine chairs 
are not uniform; each justice 
has one which suits his own 
comfort. In front of each 
justice, behind the facade of 
the bench, is a green desk 
blotter in a brown leather 
holder, a small calendar, a 
bronze inkwell, a small lamp 
with a. movable neck, and a 
switch 
for a microphone 


which protrudes above the 
bench- 


As me activity of getting

Lippitt, standing at the right 
in a swallow-tail morning suit, 
again startles the spectators 
with a single smack of his 
gavel.

Two Sides 


Detractors and defenders of 


the court generally divide on 
the same fundamental issue 
that historically has divided 
the court itself — judicial 
restraint versus judicial activ- 
ism. 


One side holds that the 


court should defer to Congress 
and state legislatures, as 
interpreters of the people's 
wflL Explaining why he voted 
to uphold a law with which he 
personally disagreed. Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes once 
remarked, "If the people want 
to go to hell, my job is to help 
them." 


The other side, championed 


by such men as Hugo Black 
and William 0. Douglas on the 
present court believes the 
court's duty is to protect the 
liberties of every citizen and 
to face each constitutional 
issue that comes before it.

By 
contrast the 1935 court, criti- 
cized every bit as sharply 
during that era of economic 
rather than social upheaval,

Some students thus conclude 


that criticism of the court is 
more a reflection of the 
passions and controversies of 
the day than of bias of the 
justices. When former Justice 
Felix Frankfurter upheld the 
New Deal measures passed by 
Congress, liberals applauded 
him as one of their own; 
exercising precisely the same 
"restraint" fa recent years, 
he became a favorite of 
political conservatives. 


The fact is the Supreme 


Court, today as in times past, 
consists of nine strong and 
independent wills. A justice is 
accountable to no one save 
himself. He holds office for 
life "during good behavior," 
which has nothing to do with 
the popularity of his decisions. 
He may, in the long run, 


reveal certain predilectioni 
•bout the court'* function, but 
the votes in individual cue* 
often surprise even veteran 
observers. 
Criticism 


It's risky to m?ke too broad 


generalizations about acy Su- 
preme Court justice. 


Some measure of criticism 


has surrounded the court from 
its very beginning. The reason 
in part is obvious: the Su- 
preme Court doesn't decide 
easy questions, only the tough 
ones. 


This is never more apparent 


than during oral arguments, 
one of the few areas of the 
court's work open to public 
view and an exercise most 
laymen find fascinating. After 
one side presents its case the 
typical spectator is thoroughly 
persuaded. Then the other 
side argues, and he becomes 
just as convinced of the 
lightness of that view too. He 
usually 
is grateful it 
is 


someone else's job to decide. 


When argument begins the 


splendor of the great hall 
seems less obtrusive, and a 
feeling of intimacy takes over. 
The justices and the lawyers 
discuss frankly, and in the 
give and take the knotty 
aspects of the case emerge. 
Seek facts 


The justices are plainly 


Interested fa facts, not ora- 
tory. During one recent ar- 
gument Justice Arthur Gold- 
berg interrupted a lawyer who 
seemed carried away with his 
own rhetoric. "You already 
won this case before a jury." 
said Goldberg dryly, "I sug- 
gest you stick to the point at 
issue"" 


On 
the other hand the 


justices frequently assist law- 
yers of lesser experience, help 
them develop then- strongest 
arguments. During the cur- 
rent term an assistant attor- 
ney general of Texas, W.O 
Shultz, made his first 
Su- 


preme Court appearance in a 
case involving a dispute be- 
tween four states.

course," Shultz said, "but the 
justices put me at ease right 
off the bat I had a long 
exchange with Justice Black, 
and I remember thinking, 'I'd

was reading a thick book. Only 
• the chief justice and Justices 
Harlan and Black seemed 
even midly interested in the 
Alaskan fishtraps. 


Then, bingo. Justice Doug- 


las looked up»from his paper 
and asked a question. Justice 
Stewart, in a clear, resonant 
voice, followed with another. 
Justice White pitched forward 
in his chair and asked a third. 
Justice Black, in a 
soft, 


almost inaudible voice, fol- 
lowed with several more, and 
in a few moments the case 
was reduced to its fundamen- 
tals.

On the bench the justices 


refer to one another as "My 
brother Stewart." or "my 
brother Brennan." The term 
is one of several minor 
safeguarSs 
to 
friendships, 


which inevitably can become 
strained when nine strong- 
willed men work closely to- 
gether. Another is the tradi- 
tion of each justice shaking 
hands with every other justice 
before beginning a Friday 
conference. 


That is when the justices 


meet to decide what cases to 
consider. How they will vote 
on cases they have heard and 
who will write the majority 
opinions. The latter task is 
assigned by the chief justice if 
he is the" majority, or else 
by the senior justice in the 
majority. 


The conference room is the 


sanctum sanctorum- of the 
court, the conference its most 
secret proceeding. There are 
no records kept, no notes 
taken, and no one is allowed 
inside except the justices. If 
someone knocks at the door 
the junior justice, in the 
present case Justice Goldberg, 
answers. 


Chief Justice Warren sits at 


the bead of an oaken table 
with green 
felt 
covering, 


facing a black marble mantel 
and a portrait of Chief Justice 
John Marshall. Around the 
tabte, to hb right, are Jus- 
tices dark, Brennan and 
Douglas. To his left 
are 


Stewart, Goldberg, White and 
Hariaa. At the opposite end, 
facing the chief justice, is Isolation 
Justice Black, The seating 
arrangement is curious. In 
eve>y other instance, from 
their positions on the bench to 
the order of then- kxrkers in 
the robing room, the justices 
line up according to seniority. 
Other than the place of senior 
Justice Black, the conference 
room arrangement seems to 
have no pattern. 


The senoriry system does 


prevail, however, during the 
conference. The chief justice 
speaks first, then the senior 
justice and so on down the 
line. No one may interrupt, 
and there is no time limit. 
Then the justices vote on 
whether to hear the case. This 
is done in inverse order, the 
junior justice first- 
It takes 
four affirmative 


votes for the court to grant a 
hearing. It can hear only 
about 150 of the 2,500 cases 
filed each year, and one of the 
court's most important func- 
tions is simply deciding what 
to decide.

Existence Threatened 
Discrimination Charge 
Shakes USDA Service

WASHINGTON <AP> — Criti- 


cism that the Agriculture De- 
partment's educational arm— 
the Federal-State Cooperative 
Extension Service—has engaged 
in racial discrimination in the 
South is raising quesooos about 
the futre of this service 


The criticism was made in a 


recent report b> the U S Com- 
mission on Civil Rights, based 
on nearh a >ear of study of con- 
ditions in 16 Southern states 
where S3 per cent of all U S 
Neero farmers h\e. 


The commission said it found 


that sen-ices rendered by the 
extension sen-ice—through its 
system of county agricultural 
and home demonstration agents 
and offices—were much inferior 
insofar as Negro farm families 
vrere concerned than white fam- 
ilies 


One of the difficulties in mak- 


ing the extension service fully 
integrated insofar as sences is 
concerned is the fact that the 
federal 
government 
provides 


roughly only one-third of the 
funds needed to finance the ed- 
ucational activities S'ates and 
local agencies provide the bal- 
ance 


Some farm leaders sa> the 


need for the sen-ice is declining 
because of a broad entry of 
farm-related 
businesses—those 


that supply farmers with seed, 
fertilizer, stock feed, machinery 
and the like—into the farm ed- 
ucational field. This is true par- 
ticularly in major farming ar- 
eas where farm efficiency is 
high and the percentage of pros- 
perous commercial farms is the 
highest.

Gravity Project 


More work on the gravity 


project in the Pacific, Antarc- 


tica and the Far East follow- 
ed in 1960 and '61 before he 
received his doctorate from 
the University of Wisconsin in 
1963. 


He then went to the Solo- 


mon Islands in the Pacific, 
working on a gravity study of 
the area for the University of 
Wisconsin as parf of a re- 
search grant from the Nation- 
al Science Foundation. The 
grant came about as a result 
of his trip to Antarctica in 
1960-61. The British Geological 
Survey Department requested 
the gravity studies and Lau- 
don, along with partner Perry 
Parks, were selected for the 
work. 


The gravity survey Laudon 


and his associates used was a 
method of studying the earth's 
crustal structure never before 
used in tfie Solomons. The 
islands are of two main types: 
uplifted portions of the old 
ocean floor and "young" 
volcanic accumulations. 


Volcanic Activity 


These islands, which have a 


high surface relief and great 
earthquake and volcano activ- 
ity, have features which have 
led to theory on the relation- 
ship of continents and ocean 


basins. Laudon hopes that the 
gravity readings will, in light 
of the theory, delineate im- 
mensely contrasting masses 
of subsurface materials. 


Laudon noted that army an

Fond du Lac has had its

Lac". A little later, another 
headline. "Jessie Hale, a local 
boy. will be at the Idea this 
week with his company". In 
1933. "Alma Paradise, a for- 
mer Fond du Lac girl is 
appearing at the Idea The- 
atre." And shortly after, this 
item. "Kate Pier Romer, a 
former Fond du Lac girl who 
has been playing the part of 
Mrs. Pembroke in 'If I were 
Rich', spent several days in 
town". That same year, it 
was noted that Irene Purcell 
of North Fond du Lac co- 
starred with Otis Skinner in 
"Antoois". 


In succeeding years, 
the 


Elks Minstrels and the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin Hares- 
foot players entertained Fond 
du Lac audiences. 


Reorganization 


In 1937. an organization 


called the "Players Guild" 
took form. It disbanded after 
a few years, to be followed by 
the "Fond du Lac Players" 


under the auspices of the City 
Recreation Department. This 
organization split in 1945. The 
new group was called Civic 
Theatre and was responsible 
for 
the March of Dimes 


Follies for several years. The 
name was changed to Com- 
munity Theatre in 1958 and 
under this name is carrying 
on today. 


As an opener this season, 


the group produced. "A Ma- 
jority of One" and is oow 
hard at work OP, "The Diary 
of Anne Frank". 


Season Begins 


A certain formula is follow- 


ed each season. The first 
oider is a two - week pre- 
season ticket drive. The most 
successful one sold 1.100 tick- 
ets. 


Next a play reading com- 


mittee selects possible plays, 
with the Board of Directors 
making the final selection. A 
director is chosen and trvouts 
held, with the public invited. 
It is by this means that new 
talent is discovered. After the 
cast is chosen, the play goes 
into production. The length of 
time it takes to produce a 
play varies from six weeks to 
three months, depending upon 
the director's viewpoint and 
the type of play. 


With the exception of having 


to replace a member of the 
cast who broke her ankle 
skiing, everything has gone 
well for "The Diary of Anne 
Frank". 


Never Canceled 


"We have been lucky, most 


of our shows have gone very 
smoothly." said Joar. Perrizo. 
director of the present play. 
"We've had minor calamities 
but never had to call off a 
play. Having a leading man 
lose his voice the last night 
can be disconcerting," she 
said, reminiscing- "When an 
actor skipped some dialogue, 
the sound effects were thrown 
off and some wierd results 
took place in "The Glass 
Menagerie'. Another time, the 
sound track broke and when 
the thunderous rumbling of a 
collapsing tower was needed, 
the sound effects man could 
lay his hands on nothing but a 
folding chair to dash to the 
floor." 


"Another time," said Joan, 


"we had to flee from flooded 
basement dressing rooms aft- 
er a heavy rain." In "Miracle 
Worker" their most ambitious 


undertaking, the cast was

On a Hand-Held Mold 


Let Detroit announce a seven-million-car year, and 


the whole nation rejoices. At two tons per car, we 
observe proudly, that's 14 million tons of cars turned 
out in one year. 


It's a staggering figure. But consider this: the peo - 


pie who make the lightweight stuff called paper pro- 
duce three times as many tons of it per year as Detroit 
does cars. 


Without paper, there wouldn't he any cars. There 


wouldn't he any Detroit. There would not, in fact, be 
any civilization at all as we know it. Take away paper, 
and the whole structure would collapse around our 
ears. 


Those are some of the things you soon realize at 


an unusual institution here in Appleton At the Insti- 
tute of Paper Chemistry, people think, study, make, 
and talk paper all the time. 


You're reminded here that the U. S almost failed 


to become a free country when Washington's armies 
ran desperately short of dispatches and orders for 
lack of paper. Except for it (all complaints about 
paperwork aside), business obviously would he out of 
business within minutes—no books, orders, invoices, 
folding money, checks, receipts, memos or letters. 
So would government; there would be no Constitution 
or laws, judgments or court records, charters, con- 
tracts, deeds, mortgages, insurance policies, driver's 
licenses, patents, formulas, blueprints, maps or photo- 


graphic prints. Libraries would be gone, schools 
closed, the Bible little more than memory. News- 
papers and magazines would cease to exist So would 
radio and television scripts, news dispatches, tele- 
grams and all but spoken-word communications. 


Not only has paper been an essential part of 


human progress; it also has recorded that history. 


Sometimes a familiar scene may best be described 


through the eyes of a stranger. Similarly, a familiar 
institution may appear fresh and different when 
viewed from the perspective of distance. Today VIEW 
presents a visit to the Institute of Paper Chemistry, 
as reprinted from the Monsanto Magazine, a publica- 
tion'of the Monsanto Company. St. Louis, Mo. VIEW' 
wishes to thank Monsanto for permission to share 
both pictures and text with its Fox Valley readers. 


Without it, each generation would just about have to 
begin all over again except for the most rudimentary 
bits of knowledge. Perishable it may be, but paper 
has been one of the most carefully protected and 
preserved items of every culture which ever used it. 
The secrets of making it were guarded fiercely. 


Fragile, important sheets of it have survived for 
centuries. 


But if paper is essential, it also has become so 


universal that most of us take it for granted. In the 
U. S., fortunately, it is so abundant that nearly a ton 
of it will be consumed for each family of four Amer- 
icans this year, and hardly anyone will mark its 
passing. 


That isn't true around the world, and as a result 


the per capita consumption of paper in various coun- 
tries turns out to be an accurate rule-of-thumb rating 
of standards of living. Each American accounts for 
about 460 pounds of paper in a year; some Africans 
have to settle for no more than half a pound of it, or 
the equivalent of one medium-sized paperback book. 
Any American school child who doesn't use that much 
note paper alone is a good candidate for the Land of 
Flunk. 


Exactly what is this material that all of us use 


without giving it a second thought? What is paper? 


That is one of the most difficult questions that 


can be asked here. Nowhere in the world is there a 
greater concentration of experts on the subject than 
at the Institute of Paper Chemistry, which long ago 
outgrew the bounds of its last name. Since 1929, this 
has been the center of the science and technology of 
paper, paperboard and pulp. It- is strictly a graduate

Distinguished Career 


The professor emeritus of chemistry brings to this task a long career of 


distinguished scientific research. Born in Minnesota, he studied for a bachelor s 
degree at his native state university, then earned a doctorate at Harvard. During 
World War I, he served as an officer in the Chemical Warfare Service, and in 
1920 joined the faculty of the University of Wisconsin. From 1952 until his 
retirement in 1959 he served as chairman of the school's chemistry department. 
In World War H he worked in the field of nuclear energy research for the gov- 
ernment. and this involvement nltimately led to his entrance into the field 
of solar energy. 


Working within this field. Dr. Daniels has developed a solar cooker which 


has been field tested in Mexico. Designed to be constructed at low cost by the 
villagers themselves, the cookers permitted easier and less expensive prepara- 
tion of meals. They proved successful in operation, but soon after the scientists 
left the villages, the solar stoves fell into disuse. The problem was handed to 
anthropologists, who soon found that the women did not like cooking out of 


- 
i.TTT 
"So a difficult technological problem is up to us," the researcher says, 'we 


have to develop a way to store the heat through chemical means. That way 
the women can collect their heat outdoors, and carry it inside to be saved and 
used later. It is a good problem— we have to store one kilowatt hour of heat, 
make the whole process inexpensive, and keep the total weight under 25 pounds: 
so that the women can carry1 the stoves around." 


Prof. Daniels is also working in the field of solar distillation of salt water 


The cheap conversion of salt water to fresh is expected to be a boon for aJl 
societies as water usage increases and water resources decrease. 


As a partial solution. Prof. Daniels has devised a simple solar still that can 


be cheaply and easily constructed with a minimum of technological knowledge 
Most of the developmental work has been done in his university laboratories 
and on the beaches of Lake Michigan near Jacksonport. where the scientist has 
a summer home. 
. 


"Lake Michigan is not salty but we can get just as useful measurements 


using fresh water to start."' 


A 12-foot tray, about three feet wide, is covered tent-style, with a thin plastic 


"drop cloth/' Saltwater rests in the tray, and is evaporated by the heart of the 
sun as light rays pas* through the plastic and are trapped by a "green house 
effect. The evaporated water leave the salt content behind in the tray and recon- 
denses on the inner surface of th plastic tent, which is finely scratched in such a 
way as to cause the water to spread evenly over its surface, instead of in drople 
form. The fresh water then flows down the walls of the plastic tent and is 
collected for use. 
, 


Such stills will be useful in many areas of the world rich in salt -water am 


suffering from a paucity of fresh water. Daniels is presently working with an 
island society of several hundred people in the Pacific which draws its on y 
source of water from coconuts. It takes four nuts to provite a gallon of water. 
and the nuts are worth two cents each on the world market, so that the rea 
cost of the island's water is eight cents a gallon. He has provided plans for hi 
simple stills to the island's administrators, and the inhabitants are being taugn 
how to use them. The results may bring a tremendous change in the island 
economy.

Is there * "brain drain" in the Fox Paver Valley? 


Are we producing college graduates, only to have a 
majority of them leave the region and seek employ- 
ment elsewhere? 


Veldor Kopitzke, an economist on the faculty o! 


the Fox Valley Center—University of Wisconsin, be- 
lieves the answer to both questions is a firm. -'No." 


'•I would suspect we are not losing our brains but 


are attracting people here to manage our industries," 
Kopitzke told the Post-Crescent last week. 


There is in the Fox Valley a residue of college- 


educated persons that is higher than the average for 
Wisconsin, he pointed out. 


The 1960 census indicated that 10 per cent of all 


City of Appleton adults over 25, and 11.1 per cent of 
City of Xeenah adults had completed college, as com- 
pared to a state-wide average of 6.8 per cent 


Similar percentage of college graduates for other 


Valley communities as of 1960 were: City of Menasha, 
6 per cent; City of Oshkosh, 6.3 per cent; City of 
Kaukauna, 5.1 per cent, and Village of Kimberly, 4.5 
per cent 


'-Wisconsin, because of its peculiar location, is 


not growing as fast as some other areas," Kopitzke 
said. He added, however, that "we are one of the 
fast-growing economic areas, growing faster than 
either the state as a whole, or the U.S.A." 


Population projections published by the Fox Val- 


ley Regional Planning Commission back up Kopitzke's 
assertions. 


By 1985, the Commission predicts, the population 


of the Fox Valley Region will be 228,220. As the 


chart reproduced on this page demonstrates, the rate 
of growth for the Valley is dramatically more rapid 
than that of either the state as a whole, or the nation. 


The Commission admits that its forecast is a "best 


educated guess." It notes that all calculations leading 
to the population projections have been based upon 
"necessarily assumed future extensions of past in- 
ternal-growth and annexation factors." 


The projection indicates that the population of 


the region will, by 1985. be up 86 per cent from 1960. 
The region's population was 8.600 in 1860; 41.000 in 
1900. and 122.422 in 1960. 


The region's county growth is expected to be 


less than in the rural sections of those counties out- 
side the region, because "increased economic devel- 
opment should draw population to the urban region 
and thereby reduce its rural-county ability to hold 
and attract population as readily as in 1950-1960." 


America is now in the middle of a ''brain explo- 


sion," Kopitzke said. "We're in a revolution. A large 
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baby crop is now hitting the colleges. In the 1970 
census we'll see how this comes out." 


The total proportion of college graduates in the 


population will be much greater in years to come. 


'•We may have a four-fold increase of college 


graduates all of a sudden." he said. At present, peo- 
ple are moving into the Fox Vallev region, and there 
is "very little out-migration." 


How well the region is able to hold the college 


graduates of the future will depend, to a large extent, 
upon how fast the economic base on the region grows. 
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Vocational Education, Knowles' Goal

MADISON — Expansion and improvement of the 


iccational and technical education programs of the 
state and local governments of Wisconsin is one of 
the dominant issues of the 1965 legislature, largely 
at the insistence of Go\. Warren P. Knowles. 


An increasing awareness of the need for more 


occupational training service has been shown in the 
legislature in recent times but it has been crystal- 
lized with the declaration of the new governor that he 
intends to make the goal a major keynote of his term. 


The governor has already proposed a handsome 


Increase in the state aids for the local schools of 
vocational and adult education, for the express pur- 
pose of developing more and better "terminal" 
courses for post-high school students. 


Recently he told the vocational school directors 


that their "programs stand at the "cross-roads," and 
that their evolution and improvement in future years 
will have an integral relationship to the economic 
growth of Wisconsin and the success of its industrial 
base. 


Need for Enlargement 


He said he is aware of the need for enlargement 


of the collegiate level educational opportunities for 
the growing demands of ever increasing numbers of 
high school graduates, and that Ms administration is 
pledged to the maintenance of high quality grade 
and high school instruction throughout Wisconsin. 


"But most of all. in this particular time and place, 


we are looking to you in vocational-technical educa- 


tion for the answers that we need now. Neither the 
liberal arts college nor the high school is geared to 
meet the needs of the computerized factory," he told 
the managers of the vocational schools. 


The governor, with the support of a special ad- 


victory task force on industrial development, is em- 
phasizing the theme that the state owes more atten- 
tion to the needs of those hundreds of thousands of 
high school graduates who do not enter academic in- 
stitutions of higher learning, and more particularly, 
those students who drop out of the academic high 
school courses, or who after enrolling in college or 
university, drop out and enter the job market without 
job training. 


The Wisconsin system of vocational and adult 


education schools was built nearly half a century ago 
and was a pioneering service in the country at the 
time. Today there is a new emphasis upon the in- 
struction content of those programs, and an increas- 
ing recognition that the schools are no longer "local" 
but state-oriented, as shown by the growing number 
of nonresidents enrolled in their specialized training 
courses. 


The Knowles goal is a reorganization of the finan- 


cial base of the schools to make them more useful as 
regional services, and to win for them recognition in 
the state higher education budget. 


State Aid Program 


Although the governor has shown some reserve 


about proposals for expanding the number of institu- 
tions of higher learning, he has enthusiastically initi- 
ated a bigger state aid program for the vocational 


schools. His budget asks for a virtual doubling of 
the state support for job-related training in those 
schools, to a total of $4.2 million for the next two 
years. The prospects are excellent that the legislature 
will ratify the request. 


State aids for the local schools are relatively new. 


although they have had federal financial support for 
many years and federal aid funds are enlarging regu- 
larly through successive acts of the U. S. Congress. 
Vocational educators contend that the state, which 
provides the bulk of the money for the education of 
high school graduates who enroll at state colleges and 
universities, owes more generous help to those who 
choose to take technical training in the vocational 
schools. 


4<= Gov. Knowles sees it. the reasoning of the 


pioneers in 1909 who originally proposed the network 
of local training institutions is as valid now as it was 
in that period.

\n interim committee reported to the 1911 legis- 


lature that Wisconsin, lacking the natural resources 
of some more richly endowed states, "must depend 
upon the skills of highly trained people if our state 
is to compete with others." 


In those days there were many opportunities for 


the willing worker, even unskilled. 


But today, declares the governor, "the unskilled 


job is almost as extinct as the dodo bird. The employ- 
er simply has no place for the unskilled man. And 
further, the skills he does require in his employes are 
apt to be more complex, and require educational back- 
grounds that cannot be supplied by in-plant training 
provided by the industry itself." 


Lamp Post Leanings 
English Pointers Prove to be the Most Stylish Performers

, 
Really this country is not bird-dog territory, and 


pheasants are not the type of game bird to bring 
out the best in the pointing breed. So much heavy 
brush means much searching for a steady dog locked 
on point. Heavy fencing and restricted hunting areas 
frustrate the highly-bred field trial setter or pointers 
extreme drive to go and go some more. 


Your setters get terribly burred up, and the rather 


thin-skinned English Pointer terrifically cup up. Both 
soon develop bloody tails from being "merry" in the 
dense cover. A wide-going dog is either frustrated 
olf his rocker by being so consistently kept in, or is 
ruined by hunting so close that he practically spaniel 
hunts Pheasants do not hold well for a pointing dog; 
your dog may point and "road" for half a day before 
either holding the bird or false pointing you both 
into a frenzy. Also, it encourages him to break point 
and to foot-trail, both cardinal sins in pointing breeds. 


Fine Hunting 


If. in spite of all these drawbacks, you are will- 


ing to have the thrills of the points experienced out- 
weigh the fewer shots you may get, by all means 
enjoy some fine hunting behind one of the pointing 
breeds. English pointers are probably the fastest- 
going and most stylish performers, but are high 
strung, headstrong, and need a lot of handling to per- 
fect. German short-hair is a good worker for this 
territory. Thicker skinned and bob-tailed, he stands 
hea\y brush well, hunts slowly and is not ruined by 
foot-scenting. (Such dogs are rather trailers by na- 
ture anyway.) Space is too short to comment at 
length on the Weimar. Viszla and Drathar. 


The heavier-coated setters stand the brash better, 


but are a tribulation from matting, and are slightly 
less flashy. Many are inclined to have a crouchy 
point, probably because of the influence of their 
Spaniel blood. 


The two English setter types, Llewellyn and La- 


varck, just about represent the setter; one seldom 


sees much field activity from the Irish or Gordon 
setters. 


Finally, of course, there is old "leg in each camp." 


Brittany Spaniel hunts like a spaniel and points! 


We will now assume that you are rearing and 


training an English pointer. The standard of perfec- 
tion that you will strive for depends somewhat on 
whether you are a gun-dog man or a field-trial man. 
A mature and experienced field trial performer may, 
and often does, give much pleasure as a gun dog, but 
it Is almost impossible to have top field trial per- 
formance from a dog trained by gun-dog standards. 


Vital Crux 


The vital crux of this difference, aside from speed 


and range, hinges upon style, "finish," polish and, 
above aH, rock-like steadiness to both wing and shot 
The gun-dog man argues that if the dog holds his 
bird to shot, then breaks at shot, he is down under 
the bird. If it is crippled, he is saved much searching 
and trailing, and the boss is that much surer of meat 
in the pot! 


In a field trial so many, many things have bearing. 


Speed, stamina and range are at a premium, especial- 
ly in the South. Nose and bird sense are a must. The 
point should be stylish and absolutely steady. Steady 
to wing, steady to shot! Only upon order of his 
handler should the dog move out, either to retrieve 
the bird if so trained, or start off on the course again. 


He must also exhibit all the fine shades of cour- 


tesy in "backing" or honoring his brace-mate's point, 
if a brace is being run. Stealing another dog's point 
or "bumping" his bird is very much frowned upon by 
handlers, and very likely to get such a dog well 
chewed up by a disgruntled brace-mate. 


Also your dog should be passably enough in con- 


trol that you do not unnecessarily upset the other 
dogs by excessive whistle blowing, shouting or riding 
the course in a manner more suitable to a Western 
cattle range round-up! 


Shortly we hope to pass on a few pointers (oy, a

HOLLYWOOD — "What's a 'shindig'?" you ask. The dictionary definition 


is. "a festive occasion with dancing." That sums up ABC-TV's Shindig show, 
seen at 7:30 p.m. Wednesdays over Channel 11. 


Jack Good, the puckish Briton who produces the sejfies. admits that his show 


is not an easy one to define. "In a medium where most productions are fairly 
pat. Shindig's eccentricity makes it a difficult show to label. 


"I guess 'lots of music and very little talk in 60 minutes" is a fair description,"' 


he explains. 


"Before Shindig, rock "n' roll was a rude phrase. But by capturing the drive 


and excitement of todaj's vouth through this type of music, we are changing 
that concept." So says Good. 


The Oxford-educated producer points out that ''much of our contemporary 


music is abstract, something you either do or don't enjoy. It's as modern as an 
action painting—conveying the subject and mood intended by the artist without 
being bound by the formalities of traditional music."' 


Varied Moods 


The "moods"' and "subjects" expressed on the program have been as varied 


as the performers. "The program fires as many faces as possible on the screen 
in 60 minutes. 


"They're not all big .name recording stars, and their songs -aren't always 


from the 'top 10' charts," Good points out. "Many top disc sfers-are not per- 
formers. They would do well to stick to discs. 


"And there are many amateurs who are much better visual performers than 


some of the so-called pros. Take Willy Nelson, for example."' 


Willy Nelson is a former rnailboy who has appeared on Shindig several times. 


Good discovered Willy on a mail run at ABC Television Center in Hollywood, 
where the "big beat" show is headquartered. 


Willy, a rank amateur, had come to Hollywood to try to break into show- 


business as a singer, and had taken the messenger job to eat. 


Jack sprinkles his Shindig guest roster with pros, in addition to the amateurs. 
Among stellar personalities who have shared the spotlight with newcomers 


are Johnny Cash, America's foremost singing storyteller. Bessie Griffin and the 
Gospel Pearls. Chubby Checker ithe fellow who started the twist craze), the 
Everly Brothers. Aretha Franklin. Sal Mineo. Duane Eddy and the Beatles. 


About the Beatles: the influence of this group upon the American music scene 


cannot be ignored. Success of the famous mop-tops proves that popular music 
is truly popular. 


Good says. "Judging from the enormous sale of their records here, some 


grownups must nurture this sort of thing as a secret vice. 


"I suspect that after their appearance on 6ur show, many of the over-30s 


watching the show purchased the group's latest recording. 


"Of cour.se. they pretended to be Buying K for a teen-age daughter. Suddenly, 


they had experienced the excitement in rock "n" roll. So. three cheers for the 
Beatles:" 


The show was overlooked by many prospective viewers when they saw it 


listed in television logs for the first time. As one fan put it: "I goofed and 
missed the first show because the title sounded from Squaresville. Boy. did I feel 
out of it when someone asked if I had dug the groovy new rock 'n' roll show." 


'Definite Lilt' 


Pritish singer Adam Faith, who has appeared on Shindig several times, 


quoted Xoel Coward when he described the title as "having a definite lilt about 
it " 


Good unlike many producers of •"live" television shows, is very much a part 


of the fesiive occasion.

I tell them watching Shindig is a 
new spectator sport and that they should jump up and join in. 


"To me, the word 'applause' is a colonialism for bedlam." 
The excitement backstage almost matches that out front. Drop by any of

group is on the show. 


When Billy J. Kramer and the Dakotas. a vocal-instrumental group from 


England, appeared on Shindig, they met their first American Indian and bad a 
difficult time explaining to the 73-year-old Dakota chief, Shooting Star, how they 
arrived at their name. 


The group dubbed themselves the Dakotas after an unimpressed British 


booking agent listened to an audition and told them to come back dressed as 
Dakota Indians and he might give them a job. They couldn't afford the buck- 
skins, but liked the name and kept it. 


Dancing is as much a part of the Shindig show as music because, as Good 


explains, "Teen-agers want to SEE their music performed, too." 


Good has fitted one of his dancers with black, horn-rimmed glasses and an- 


other with braces. Why? 


"I want the people at home and in the studio audience to identify with our 


performers."' Good explains "I have always worn glasses and many times, when 
I was younger, I felt very left out. I really think people should be more mindful 
of the brace-fitted and glass-wearers of the world." 


The girls don't mind wearing their "trade marks."' In fact, they enjoy it. 


Being the easiest to spot in the group of 10. they receive many fan letters. 


Carole Shelyne (glasses^ says. "I was sure Jack flipped his lid when he came 


up to me one day in rehearsal and asked if I wanted to be famous. 


"Naturally, I said 'Yes.' When he said 'Splendid, I'm putting glasses on you," 


I nearly cried. 


"But now. when I'm shopping or on a date and someone says to me. 'Hey, I 


know you. You're the one with the goggles." I just flip." 


Now that you know all about "Shindig." you say you'd like to attend the 


show? Prepare to wait until January 1966 for tickets. 


But if you are one of the lucky ones with a ticket for an upcoming show, 


follow these helpful hints: 


• Dress comfortably, especially in the shoe department, because you may 


have to stand in line for two to three hours. 


• Try to find a spot behind the crowd. This way. you are out of the "danger 


zone" when a black car comes through the gate. For some unknown reason, 
perhaps because the Beatles travel this way. fans assume that all show stars 
travel in black limousines, and the crush is on.

Its faculty representatives have been, 
and are. key members of the erudite group which 
periodically revises and updates the 400-page "Dic- 
i-.oiiary of Paper/' And they're among the first to 
admit that it is all but impossible to pinpoint what 
paper is. 


From papyrus—whence paper got its name—to 


non-woven mats of synthetic fibers, literally hundreds 
of concoctions have been called "paper."' They have 
sprung from such diverse raw materials as cotton, 
straw, sugar cane, wasps" nests, trees, rocks and glass. 


The third edition of the "Dictionary of Paper," to 


appear soon, will define paper as "the name for all 
kinds of matted or felted sheets of fiber (usually 
vegetable, but sometimes mineral, animal or syn- 
thetic): formed on a fine screen from a water suspen- 
sion."' Then there is also paperboard: "The distinc- 
tion between paper and paperboard is not sharp, but. 
generally speaking, paper is lighter in basis weight, 
thinner, and more flexible than board." 


So paper can be many things. Its myriad ingre- 


dients, properties, uses and possibilities have baffled, 
intrigued and challenged many men for a long time. 
Here at the Institute, which is supported by more 
than 100 member companies in the pulp and paper 
industry, 80 students and 125 staff scientists are con- 
tinually at work on its mysteries. 


The Institute has academic departments of chem- 


istry, engineering, physics and mathematics, biology, 
and general studies, and eight parallel but separate 
research sections, all of which are vital phases of 
paper technology. That is because paper, in basic 
terms, is a combined chemical, physical and mechan- 
ical rearrangement of plant substances. Tiny fibers 
of cellulose are separated chemically from other mat- 
ters in the plant, mixed with water and then filtered 
out by a very fine screen on which they form a mat 
and bond together as they are dried. 


Fibers Bleached 


Any number of things happen between tree and 


finished sheet of paper, though. The fibers may be 
bleached, reinforced with fillers, sized, coated, dyed, 
crimped and otherwise altered for specific end uses. 


There's still plenty of room for investigating any 


of those steps along the long process, as hundreds of 
Institute studies show. These include original work 
carried out by students, independent fundamental 
research by staff members, and special projects car- 
ried out by the staff under sponsoring of companies, 
associations and the government. Together, over more 
than 30 years, they have built up an impressive body 
of knowledge -about paper and allied products. 


Not too long ago. for instance, it was difficult to 


gauge the brightness of a sheet of paper. It all de- 
l^ended on the viewer, the kind and angle of light and 
several other factors. Yet because brightness vitally 
affects appearance and readability of a printed page, 
it was important to be able to gauge it accurately. 
The upshot was an Institute-developed reflection 
meter that has become the international standard. 
And to keep it universal, small paper and opal glass 
standards are rated each month on the Institute's 
master instrument, marked for degree of brightness, 
and sent to 18 countries for rechecking on the 400 
machines there. 


Far removed from such matters was a request by 


the federal government in 1949. asking the Institute

to develop a special kind of filter paper with prop- 
erties far beyond any ever achieved before. Within 
months, the school's scientists had done it: created a 
paper that removed practically 100 per cent of par- 
ticles down to less than one micron in size from air 
rushing through the filter at 60 m.p.h. 


Since 1950, carried by U-2s. balloons and a space 


probe to altitudes up to 250.000 feet, the paper re- 
peatedly has sifted radioactive dust from the atmos- 
phere to determine its concentrations. 


Then there's the case of the perplexing "poly- 


ploids." In the Institute's continuing study of plant' 
genetics, men work on projects which they know may 
not bear positive results for 20 years or longer. Yet 
because pulp and paper companies are leaders in 
reforestation, the long-range genetics work may prove 
the most important being done by the Institute. 


The scientists have found that aspen, a favorite 


tree for pulp and paper, generally has two sets of 
chromosomes per cell. Sometimes, though, there are 
four sets. 


Rare Cases 


And in very rare cases, there are three With four 


sets, the tree is inferior to the normal one: but with 
three, it is superior in several ways, including speed 
of growth and length and strength of fiber. A new 
forest of "triploid"' trees would grow faster and make 
better paper than a normal aspen forest, but tnploids 
occur only rarely in nature. 


The solution? Institute scientists have found that 


by crossing a four-set "drone" with the normal two-set 
aspen, they can obtain the admirable tnploid. Al- 
ready, some of these eager, energetic youngsters are 
growing in woodland test plots and beautifying the 
Institute's attractive campus. 


The scope of the Institute's activities is more than 


impressive. While one man studies the optimum shape 
of crimped liner for corrugated paperboard, another 
is keeping inventory of 40.000 unlabeled tin cans full 
oi water, used to find out how well shipping cartons 


will perform. While some student studies tiny par- 
ticles with an electron microscope, a staff biologist 
may be determining the relative zest of aquatic life 
along 30 miles of stream below a paper plant. At any 
given time, half a dozen Institute people and at least 
that many visitors from around the globe can be 
found in the library, with its overwhelming 30,000 
volumes and 50,000 patent texts—ali about paper or 
related topics, and easily the most extensive collec- 
tion of its kind. 


Paper Museum 


All this, and yet the most nostalgic and most 


illuminating part of a layman's visit to the Institute 
has to be the Dard Hunter Paper Museum, named for 
the papermaker. writer and printer who established 
it. Here, in literally hundreds of rare and unusual 
items collected from all over the world. Hunter has 
put on display almost every facet of the craft from 
ancient China and Egypt to the first colored paper 
money and some of the most artistic of watermarks. 
Here is Matthias Koops' original (1802) patent ap- 
plication to make paper in England from wood ('it's 
written on paper, of course), and a saddened paper- 
maker's recording of the death of George Washing- 
ton, inscribed on his company ledger. 


Here is a book printed on paper made from wasps' 


nests, to prove that it could be done and to"intimate 
further that man ought to be able to make paper 
from wood if a wasp could, and so free the craft from 
the bonds of rags as a raw material. 


Paper-makers did learn the wasp's secret, and 


many more. Today, huge new continuous digesters 
employing precise chemical and kinetic reactions pour 
out great streams of wood pulp to meet the growing 
demand. 


So it was. some months ago. that a giant of a paper 


machine here in the U. S. set a new record. For six 
solid hours, it created a 15-foot wide, uniform strip 
of quality paper—at a steady 40 mph! 


How's that for an assembly line, Detroit?

Rich in People, Poor in Trees, 
Asian Nations Brag, of Forests

Some mother trees may have no greater destiny than to wear nests of 


robins in their hair. Many trees are notable for their eye-pleasing qualities. 
They need contribute no more than decorative beauty and serve as living evi- 
dence of God's handiwork. 


Most trees have a utilitarian quality, however, as well as natural grace and 


scenic appeal. And man's increasing needs and ingenuity have cast more kinds 
of trees in the role of natural resources. 


The world over, trees are known as the source of lumber, for a great variety 


of uses. And, of course, there are fruit trees ranging from the dwarf peach 
variety to lofty coconut or date palms. This simple-to-understand kind of utility 
has resulted in a great many kinds of trees being featured in stamp designs of 
many different countries. Oranges, apples, cherries, as well as various exotic 
tree fruits, may be found on postage stamps. 


Then come other kinds of trees, such as those which furnish the makings 


for maple syrup and automobile tires. Man was pleased with these products, 
but impatient with the comparatively limited harvest. Result? Corn syrup and 
synthetic rubber. 


The making of paper from wood fibers, first by the ancient Chinese, and 


later in faster and more productive ways, has opened the modern era for trees. 
Some varieties which were originally thought to be good for nothing but 
kitchen stove wood have gained new importance, and even glamor, thanks to 
forward steps taken by paper chemistry. 


Newer ideas and techniques of converting raw wood into valuable paper 


fibers have changed things. Few varieties of tree will remain, in years to come, 
on the '"poor"' list. More of the world's nations will become richer in natural 
resources as a result of increased uses for their trees. 


And ironically, China—where paper making in the modern sense began 


(Egypt's papyrus wasn't very practical)—is one of the earth's poorest in tree 
resources. Nationalist China on Taiwan, brags on its stamps of evergreen 
forest. Mainland China, run by Mao Tse Tung, is far less fortunate—and prob- 
ably is acutely aware of it. As stamps go. even if Communist China had some 
trees to boast of, its stamp designers are somewhat limited in their choice of 
artwork. The few Red Chinese adheshes that filter through the embargo into 
the United States seem to run strong to featuring one fat face, the Glorious 
Leader.

Forecasts that the 1964-65 television season would 


be one of the most disappointing on record have been 
borne out, and the networks are now sweeping out 
the wreckage of abandoned shows and firming up 
their schedules for the 1963-66 season. 


Among the major disasters of the year were CBS" 


full-hour dramas "The Reporter" and '-Mr. Broad- 
way," canceled in December in the course of an un- 
precedented reshuffling of prime time shows; ABC's 
"Mickey" and "The Les Crane Show." and NBC's "Bill 
Dana Show" and "90 Bristol Court." 


But more casualties lie ahead, even before the 


current season is officially over. 


Early in May CBS will transmit the final episodes 


of 'The Cara Williams Show." "The Baileys of Bal- 
boa," "The Joey Bishop Show" and ''Many Happy 
Returns." all of which are being canceled at the end 
of 26 weeks Also slated for oblivion is "On Broadway 
Tonight," a summer replacement thrown into the 
breach created by the collapse of ''The Reporter" on 
Friday night 


'Great Adventure' 


Taking the place of ''On Broadway Tonight." start- 


ing March 19, is a series of seven re-runs of "The 
Great Adventure," hour-long dramas of American his- 
tory originally aired in 1963-64. 


Replacmg Cara Williams in her Wednesday night 


spot and filling a half-hour Friday evening is a two- 
part, 30-minute soap opera, based on the daytime 
serial "As the World Turns." Eileen Fulton, playing 
the character Lisa Hughes, takes the nighttime lead. 


Reports out of New York have it that re-ruas of" 


' The Danny Thomas Show" will take over for "Many 
Happy Returns." 


Another reported casualty, although no official 


confirmation has been received, is ''The Entertain- 
ers," variety hour starring Carol Burnett and Caterina 
Valente. Earlier, Bob Newhart had exited from the 
show, and a new production team took over. Ratings 
have been extremely disappointing. 


CBS is apparently the only network canceling out 


large blocks of its nighttime programming at the end 
of 26 weeks. Both ABC and NBC have indicated they 
will ride with their present schedules until the sum- 
mer re-runs begin. 


Current Cancellations 


At the same time that cancellations of current 


shows are being leaked to the press, the networks are 
releasing tentative schedules for the 196546 season.

CBS are 'The Lucy Show." ''Perry Mason." ''Andy

New TV-Academy Alliance Aimed 
At Speeding Talent Development 


A few weeks ago critic and essayist Marya Mannes, 


writing in TV Guide, declared that if she were the 
head of a network, her policv would be ' to grant 
financial aid to the best training schools in the 
country, in all branches of creativity." 


Miss Mannes, an outspoken commentator on the 


contemporary scene, noted that "with a few notable 
exceptions, television entertainment has failed to ad- 
here to standards of truth and literacy held bv the 
public affairs programming These standards can be 
regained only through the massive recruitment and 
development of new creative talent for filmed or 
taped scripts " 


Almost as if on cue—though negotiations had 


surely been underway long before Miss Mannes spoke 
her piece—Leonard H. Goldenson, president of the 
American Broadcasting Co., announced the establish- 
ment a a working agreement with the American 
Academy of Dramatic Arts, "designed to contribute 
to the development of young acting and directing 
talent for television and radio." 


Training Classes 


Under terms of the arrangement. ABC will grant 


the Academy S50.000 each year to help finance the 
costs of dramatic and directional training classes at 
the Academy. ABC will also donate an additional 
$12.000 a year to underwrite annual scholarships for 
16 Academy students, who will be selected on the 
basis of nationwide regional auditions to be held be- 
fore representatives of ABC and the Academy. 


Each scholarship. Goldenson said, will total $750. 


the actual tuition cost at the Academy, and students 


invited bv the Academy to return for a second (sen- 
ior) year will be granted scholarships by the Acad- 
emy ABC will supply the cost of scholarship audi- 
tions and necessary studio facilities. 


"Unlike many other industries," Goldenson com- 


mented, -'television depends almost entirely on a 
continuing flow of new people and new ideas. We 
1-ope. through this scholarship program, to increase 
the opportunities available for young men and women 
who are seeking careers in the entertainment field." 


Student Productions 


In addition. ABC will have the right under terms 


of the program to record and televise at least three 
student productions each year The network will also 
have first rights to record and televise the Acad- 
emv's annual Children's Theater presentations and 
the American Theater Hall of Fame presentations. 


The American Academy of New York, located on 


Madison Avenue in New York, was founded in 1884 
and is a non-profit institution of higher education 
chartered by the Board of Regents of the University 
of the State of New York. 


It appears to at least one observer that the ABC- 


Acadeiny entente is the beginning of what could be 
a most fruitful working agreement between the aca- 
demic world and commercial television. 


It can only be hoped that other networks win fol- 


low suit, in providing similar opportunities to find 
training and, ultimately, jobs in the television indus- 
try. The payoff will be in better, fresher programs, 
and heaven knows, they're needed.

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Laboratory Unlocks Mysteries of Wood 


Enlargement Program 
Provides More Space 
For Research Efforts 


MADISON — The United States Forest Products 


Laboratory, invaluable partner to the forest-depend- 
ent industries of the nation and the world, is prepar- 
ing for a bigger and more intpnsne effort to unlock 
the infinite mysteries of wood. 


The 35=^ear-old laboratory has launched a building 


enlargement program that will pro\ide additional 
space for its team of scientific specialists for new 


fields of research related to the problems of the lum- 
ber paper and related forest products processing 
industries. 


In preparation for the expected new area of in- 


vestigation, two of the laboratory's top scientists 
ha\e been relieved of duties and assigned to sit and 
think. Out of such brain storming sessions officials 
expect will come avenues of research to provide 
\ears of work for its technical staff. 


Wooden Letters 


The laboratory is dedicated to the proposition 


that "forestry is the preservation of forests by wise 
use." The motto is placed above the main entrance 


of the building—in wooden letters. 


An integral part of the Forest Service of the U. S 


Department of Agriculture, the laboratory is main- 
tained in conjunction with the University of Wiscon- 
sin and is located just off the west end of the campus. 
The university donated the original land for the main 
building and recently sold the laboratory and addi- 
tional 12 acres for a projected two-year, three-phase 
building program that will eventually total $10 million 


in costs. , 


Primary responsibility of the facility is research 


Ten regional stations, located from Puerto Rico to 
California, apply the Madison laboratory's findings to 


everyday forestry. 


Five main divisions make up this national center, 


devoted to wood quality, wood engineering, solid wood 
products, wood fiber products, and wood chemistry- 
research.

Better to Play Hand 
Than be Defender 
In Sky-High Auction 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


When both sides bid enthusiastically to a high 


level, it is a good bet that singletons and void suits 
are strewn around the table. If so, high cards will not 
take their normal share of the tricks, and it is better 
to play the hand than to be a defender. 


Experts have a rule to guide them in hotly con- 


tested auctions. "Bid once more," they urge. "Don't 
double unless you are quite sure of defeating the 
contract." 


If you bid one more of your own suit, at worst it 


will cost you a few hundred points. If you double the 
opponents unwisely, the worst is far more costly since 
they will score heavily for making a high doubled 
contract. A further bid of your own is a sort of insur- 
ance premium that you pay to avoid a disaster. Occa- 
sionally you collect on your insurance policy without 
even having to die first. 


The principle Is illustrated In a hand recently 


played by Larry Berns, Hollywood TV producer. The 
auction became so complicated that nobody really 
knew what could be made, but North took out insur- 
ance by bidding once more in support of hearts. 


North could not tell whether his partner could 


take ten, eleven, or twelve tricks at hearts but he did 
know that he didn't want to defend against any num- 
ber of spades. Nothing terrible could happen at a 
heart contract; he could suffer a severe loss if the 
opponents made a doubled spade contract. 


West might have made five spades doubled. North 


must open a diamond, and South must return a club 
to defeat five spades. With a normal heart lead, West 
would win the ace of hearts, ruff a heart in dummy 
and draw trumps. Later, he would guess the right

way to play clubs to prevent the loss of a club trick- 


North knew that there was little to gain from 


playing against a spade contract. If West misguessed 
the club play, he would go down one trick and lose 
only 200 points. 


North was after bigger game if his partner had a 


diamond fit of some kind; and he wasn't quite sure 
he could beat five spades. If he didn't, the opponents 
would score 850 points. 


Berns found himself playing for six hearts doubled 


against the excellent opening lead of the ace of clubs. 
Quite naturally, he ruffed in dummy, but his next

Berns led a diamond to his singleton ace—a key 


play- 


Declarer then led a low heart. West stepped up 


with the ace of hearts and led a low club, forcing 
dummy to ruff. Declarer ruffed a diamond in bis hand, 
noting the bad break. 


Since there were still two trumps in dummy, Berns 


could lead a trump to dummy's nine and return the 
queen of diamonds through East. If East covered, 
South would ruff; and if East played low, South would 
discard.

Look for Chickadees, Nuthatches , 
As You Take That March Bird Walk 


BY CLARA HUSSONG 


When those "soft" March days come along, a bird 


walk is in order. Where should you go, you may 
wonder, and what can you expect to see? 


Those of us who go exploring at this season know 


that March is most apt to be the muddiest, slushiest 
time of the year. Your best bet for traveling by foot 
is along country roads or on hard trails through wood- 
lands or parks. You may have to drive out to a coun- 
try spot, and then walk. 


Trails and roads which edge swamps, streams and 


ponds, or cut through woods, are good places to look 
for birds and other wildlife. The shelter afforded by 
• shrubby or woodsy thicket, a brushy roadside, or a 
grove of trees is favored by all forms of animal life. 
They don't like wind and cold any more than we do, 
and will choose a sunny, sheltered spot in which to 
search for food or to rest 


A very mild, quiet day in March will bring birds 


out in the open. Then you may see them on home 
grounds, or in trees and bushes along city streets. 


Summer Birds 


Among the first reported summer birds of the 


season are robins, mourning doves, redwinged black- 
birds, and perhaps even grackles dfr red-headed wood- 
peckers. If you see them before March 10, they may 
be individuals which migrated here earlier than usual. 
But they are much more apt to be hold-overs, summer 
birds which wintered here. 


You may not have seen any of these, or other hold- 


overs, through the winter, but that is because they 


remained in some hidden, out-of-the-wind place dur- 
ing the snowy months. Ravines, whose sides and bases 
may be snowless. thick juniper and cedar woods, and 
high, dense marshes are good hide-aways for winter- 
ing birds. 


Even such a tiny insect-eating species as the marsh 


wren has been known to winter over in our latitude. 
The bent marsh and cattail stalks may be covered 
with snow, but under this roof there may be open, 
even thawed, ground where the tiny wrens scurry 
around, like mice, looking for food. No doubt the 
occasional wintering great blue or night heron knows 
about the source of food supply under the roofed-over 
marsh. Frogs and other hibernating marsh life would 
be what they would look for. 


Wild Fruits 


The kinds of birds you see OB your Marsh walk 


depends on the habitat. In forests, look for chickadees, 
nuthatches, evening and pine grosbeaks and various 
woodpeckers. If there are wild fruits on trees and 
bushes, there may be wintering robins and other 
fruit-eaters. 


In weed patches you will find juncos, redpolls, 


goldfinches and tree sparrows. In windswept fields 
where there are some patches of bare ground, you 
may find horned larks, snow buntings, longspurs, and 
even wintering meadowlarks. Herring and ring-billed 
gulls and several kinds of ducks may be found in open 
water spots of rivers, bays and lakes. 


The bird watcher will find a mild March day Ideal 


for finding winter species which have evaded him 
thus far, as well as the earliest arrivals of spring.
